It was 
pointed out that while the substance 
of this .resolution was included in 
other resolutions, a strict interpre- 
tion would result in a general strike 
all over the country. 


Nearly a score of other resolu- 


tions including measures \o organize 
workers in the steel and sugar indus- 
tries were hurried through .the ses- 
sion.Answers Wilson's Message 


Samuel Gompers, p resident of the 


federation, sent a telegram to Pre^s- 
ident Wilson in reply to the chief 
executive's recent message express- 
ing appreciation of labor's war. ef- 
forts. Mr. Gomper's telegram said, 
in part: 
"We wish lo express to you our 


determination to give wholehearted 
support to the government of our 
free country in this war to establish 
principles of freedom that will in- 
sure peace between 
nations. We 


pledge loyal support and service un- 
til human freedom and equity shall 
be the common right of- all peoples." 


A telegram from Chairman B. M. 


Baruch of the war industries board, 
expressing hope that the convention 
would result in promoting the cause 
of labor with patriotism "which you 
have so splendidly manifested dur- 
ing the trying times" was read from 
the platform. 


Officers of the telegraph companies 


and Postmaster General Burleson 
came in for sharp attacks prior to 
adoption of the ryiolutions affecting 
telegraph companies. .. H. B. Per- 
ham of St. Louis, president of the 
Order 
of Railway 
Telegraphers, 


chargd that labor cod messages were 
held up in telegraph offices until they 
were decoded. The attack on Post- 
master General Burleson was made 
by Delegate Thomas F. Flaherty of 
Washington.

The statement follows: 
"Heavy casualties were inflicted 


upon the enemy. One hostile trench 
mortar-ivas brought back to our lines 
and two others wers.destroyed.

It will therefore be a 
direct service to our armies and the 
allies if our people would in 'some 
degree substitute fresh pork, bacon, 
hams and sausage for beef products. 


"We request all hotels and restau-

Bisbee and published far and wide that these men were 1. W. 
W 's-and criminals. But an investigation by a commission ap- 


*. pointed by the president found that the managers of the Copper 


Company were the disturbers of the peace and violators of the 
law 
Recently a grand jury indicted several of these agents of 


the Copper Company and they must stand trial on criminal 
.charges. Similar efforts have been made in many places to ere- 
•ate labor disturbances and throw the blame on organized labor 
in'the hope that the unions would be classed as disloyal and be 
broken up. However, labor leaders have counseled wisely and 
have prevented precipitate action. 


Wages have been increased but not until long after the cost 


of living had gone up and not then in proportion to the in- 
creased cost of living. 


The national administration is to be commended in its ef- 


forts to give labor a fair deal. ' The result has been that while 
profiteers have been holding up the government to secure favor- 
able contracts, laboring men very' generally have submitted 


'.their grievances to arbitration so that necessary war work has 


gone on apace. 


The laboring men will not come out of this war financially 


better off than when they went in. They will have a nominal 
.higher wage but less ability to buy. Consumption costs will 
race ahead of increased wages. But labor will be better or- 
ganized and laboring men will have the satisfaction of knowing 
that they have done their share to preserve democracy. Those 
with vision enough to see that labor should organize and be 
treated with as organizations rather than individuals the manu- 
. ifacturers who have refused to recognize unions have unsparing- 
ly condemned. These manufacturers charge all those in favor 
of organized labor with stirring up of class hatred. They or- 
ganize and fight as a class to preserve their OWN privileges but 
they oppose the laboring men organizing and fighting as a class 
to protect THEIR rights. 


• Many manufacturers have boasted of their ability to keep 


organized labor out of their shops. We have that situation here 
in Madison. While labor was plentiful they succeeded, but it is 
doubtful if they will succeed in the future. The public recog- 
nizes the inherent justice of laboring men organizing to consider 
matters for their common welfare in order to meet the organized 
employers on equal terms. 
The public knows that organization 


is rampant among business men. The. manufacturers,' the in- 
surance companies, the packers, the bankers — every kind of 
business is organized by class and then these classes are feder- 
ated into Chambers of Commerce, Boards of Trade, Rotary Clubs 
and similar organization!. Then again all these organizations 
are federated into a national Chamber of Congress with head- 
quarters at Washington where it maintains a powerful body to 
influence-legislation. 


To offset business organizations and to keep in proper bal- 


ance, laboring men and farmers must organize and fight to main- 
tain their equality. Those who advocate workmen and fanners 
organizations may be charged with promoting class hatred, but 
the charge is not true. They simply recognize the absolute 
.necessity of keeping the proper checks and balances to prevent 
industrial and political antooracy. If recognization be not given 
to this fact we may expect to have—indeed we will deserve to

000 railway capital expenditure bud- 
gets for this year, the railroad ad- 
ministration disclosed that it -will 
pursue a-liberal policy in the con- 
struction of new switch tracks, in- 
dustrial sidings, shop buildings and 
freight stations at terminals, bu: 
will cut expenditures for new pas- 
senger .depots, .office buildings and 
other enterprises not contributing 
immediately to war demands. 


Railroads will spend $98,661,000 


for additional yard tracks, sidings 
and industry tracks; $61,979,000 for 
shop buildings, engine houses ami 
appurtenances; $47,471,000 for ad- 
ditional main tracks; ?38,035.000 for 
bridges, trestles- and culverts, and 
$31,556,000 for rails and other track 
materials. 


The total to be spent for improve- 


ments 
is ?445,639,000 
and for 


equipments 
$482,417,000. This is 


approximately three times as much 
as railroads have spent for these 
purposes annually heretofore.
